THEORY OF CRIMF. : 

This theory, briefly stated, is as 
follows: 

That Burch, carrying a shotgun 
case, came here at the request of 
Madalynne Obenchain, after she 
had quarreled with Mr. Kennedy. 
That she met him at the train and 
told him to get a room at the 
Russell Hotel, from which he could 
look across Broadway into Mr. 
Kennedy's office. 

That Burch rented the room. 
acting in «a suspicious manner. 
That for many days Burch spied 
upon Mr. Kennedy, looking by day 
into his offices and trailing him 
by night in a rented automobile. 
That Madalynne and Burch 
masqueraded as cousins, and to- 
gether spied into the office of their 
intended victim. 

That on the day of the murder. 
at 2:15 p.m., Burch’s cousin tele-

he got no more than he deserved.”

FATHERS NEAR. 

Rev. William A. Burch, father 
and J. D.

Court Action Tells Parting 
of Paddlefords. 


Wife Denies Oil Man Plans 
to Seek Divorce. 


Property Dispute Involves 
Prominent Angelenos. 


Dr. E. Paddie ford. 
wealthy Los Angeles oll man and 
former associate of E. I. Doheny 
in Mexico, and his wife, Genevive

A puzzling feature of the case is 
the fact that Mrs. Paddleford in an 
interview with The Times last night 
denied that there had been a sep- 
aration or any intention of a di- 
voree action. She explained the 
statement in the complaint by say- 
ing the wording of it was “unfor- 
tunate and maintained there is a 
perfect understanding between her 
and her husband. Friends of Dr. 
Paddieford, however, insist that a 
divorce is and has been under con- 
sideration by Dr. Paddleford. 

Miss Marie Paddileford, said by 
Mrs. Paddleford in her suit to be 
an adopted daughter, and wen 
known in California for her mu- 
sical achievements, in the 
suit. Miss Paddieford recently an- 
nounced her engagement by Carle 
Carlton, New York musical comedy 
manager, to sing the prima donna 
role in “Tangerine,” which will be 
opened, it was announced, by Miss 
Paddleford in London during the 
Easter holidays. 


FIGHT SALE. 

The suit, which was filed through 
Attorney W. I. Gilbert, is aimed to 
set aside the sale of the Paddle- 
ford property at 1455 Laurel ave- 
nue, Hollywood, formerly known 
as the Wallace property. Mrs. Pad- 
Aletord states in the suit that she 
and Dr. Paddleford separated last 
October 1, that he refused to live 
with her and that he told her he 
intended to bring suit for divorce.

When the Paddiefords arrived 
in Los Angeles and established 
their residence in Hollywood they 
were rated as millionaires. Lavish 
entertainments featured their 
social debut here, and soon Mrs.
